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Men guilty 
of robbing 


pensioner 


A NURSE whose husband was 
robbed and beaten up so badly 
that their teenage son was una¬ 
ble to recognise him has spoken 
of their horrific ordeal. 

Tony Walton, 67, who has lived 
in Ely almost all his life, was in 
hospital for 100 days after he 
was attacked and left for dead in 
the city’s Cherry Hill Park. 

He was brutally set upon as he 
walked home through the park 
after a night out with friends at 
the Prince Albert pub. 

On Tuesday, his attackers; Lee 
Jones, 33, of Skegness Road, Ste¬ 
venage, and Sebastian Yellowe, 
23, of Langthorne Avenue, Ste¬ 
venage, who were staying at 
a woman’s house in Ely at the 
time, were found guilty of rob¬ 
bery and causing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm (GBH) with intent

following a trial at King’s Lynn 
Crown Court. 

They stole his mobile phone, 
wedding ring, a bank card and 
cash. 

Tony’s wife of 20 years, Ange¬ 
la, and their son, James, now 17, 
found him lying unconscious 
beside a fence in the park at 
around 12.45am on October 16 
last year. 

Angela, a senior nurse at 
King’s Ely, said: “James said to 
me: “Mum, I’ve found a body”. 
Tony was so badly injured that 
James didn’t recognise him. 

“I knew it was Tony by the 
clothes he was wearing. He was 


unconscious. His lip was hang¬ 
ing off, both his eyes were frac¬ 
tured and he was covered in 
blood. It was frightening.” 

Tony, a talented architect, was 
rushed to Addenbrooke’s and 
was not discharged until earlier 
this year - 100 days later. 

Angela said: “Tony underwent 
a lot of complex surgeries and 
was in intensive care for days. 
They had to support his nose 
just so that he could breathe as 
his face had been stamped on so 
much. Even as a nurse, nothing 
could prepare me for seeing the 
man I love like that.” 

Tony is now on the road to re¬ 
covery. 

Jones and Yellowe were re¬ 
manded in custody to be sen¬ 
tenced at Norwich Crown Court 
at a later date.

Rapist: ‘more 
victims likely’ 


MORE possible victims of 
a serial rapist who targeted 
and kidnapped women in 
Ely and Cambridge have 
come forward. 

Clive Howard, 57, admit¬ 
ted attacking at least six 
women over nearly 30 years, 
including six counts of rape 
against a woman in Ely be¬ 
tween November 1986 and 
March 1993. 

Police are hoping the life 
sentence of Howard, who 
targeted women at night, 
will give victims of similar 
crimes the confidence to 
come forward. 

It comes just over a week 
after Howard, described as 
“every woman’s living night-

mare”, was jailed after ad¬ 
mitting a series of sex attacks 
and attempted kidnappings 
dating back to 1986. 

Since his conviction in 
March, police say they have 
received around 15 calls 
from concerned members 
of the public. 

Investigating officer, De¬ 
tective Sergeant Chris Bur¬ 
gess, said while officers had 
been able to eliminate How¬ 
ard from the majority of en¬ 
quiries made, he remained 
concerned there could be 
more victims out there. 


He said: “Given the time 
frame and pattern of How¬ 
ard’s offending, I am con¬ 
cerned there could be more 
victims who have not yet 
come forward. I would hope 
the life sentence gives any¬ 
one who has been the victim 
of a sexual assault - includ¬ 
ing those of a historic nature 

- the confidence to come 
forward to police.” 

Howard, of Bury Street, 
Stowmarket, was sentenced 
at Norwich Crown Court on 
April 20 for seven counts of 
rape, three attempted kid¬ 
naps and attempted rape 

- all of which happened in 
the Cambridge, Ely and Nor¬ 
wich area.

ONE of King's Ely's most 
fiercely contested events 
was held on Saturday - the 
annual hoop trundle. 

The King's and Queen's 
Scholars, dressed in their 
scarlet gowns, ran races in 
the grounds of Ely Cathedral 
while bowling traditional 
wooden hoops. 

Crowds of supportive 
students, staff, parents and 
members of the public 
watched the event, with the 
eventual winners crowned 
as India Baynes and Adam 
Hatoum. 

The trundle 
commemorates the re¬ 
founding of school by Henry 
VIII in 1541. 

He gave the school its first 
royal charter and established 
the 12 King's Scholars - all 
boys. 

One of the privileges 
he allowed them was to 
play games, including the 
bowling of hoops, in the 
cathedral precincts. 

In 1970, the school 
admitted girls for the first 
time in its 1,000-year 
history, and three years 
later the King's Scholars 
were joined by the female 
Queen's Scholars at the 
request of Queen Elizabeth 
during her visit to the 
school.

Motorcyclist 
injured in 
A142 crash 

A YOUNG man suffered serious 
injuries when the motorcycle 
he was riding was involved in a 
collision with a tractor. 

Emergency services, including 
Magpas Helimedix, were called 
to the accident on the A142 at 
Barcham Road, Soham, just after 
6pm on Saturday. 

Police and two ambulances, 
an ambulance officer and a 
community first responder from 
the East of England Ambulance 
Service Trust (EEAST) were also 
sent to the scene. 

According to Magpas, the 
motorcyclist, a man in his 20s, 
suffered "multiple body injuries" 
after coming off the Suzuki 
GSXR. 

A spokeswoman said: 

"The team sedated the man 
(providing specialist A&E care), 
before accompanying him to 
Addenbrooke's Hospital by 
land ambulance. On arrival at 
hospital, the patient was in a 
serious but stable condition." 

Police said that the driver of 
the tractor was injured and that 
the road was closed between 
the Soham roundabout and the 
Barway junction until around 
9.45pm. 


Ex-club boss 
jailed over 
man’s death 


A NIGHTCLUB boss who 
pushed a Soham man to the 
ground, fracturing his skull 
which led to his death, was 
branded an “arrogant bully” 
by a judge who jailed him 
this week for four years. 

Peter Crotty, 33, of Nimbus 
Way, Newmarket, appeared 
for sentencing at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Tuesday. 

Crotty was caught by CCTV 
“forcefully” pushing Adrian 
Williams outside Aura night¬ 
club, previously known as De 
Niro’s, on December 27. 

fudge David Goodin said 
his victim had been “amiable 
and inoffensive” and showed 
no signs of aggression. 

He added: “It was the act of 
an arrogant bully prepared 
to resort to force on a whim 
and for absolutely no reason 
whatsoever.” 

Mr Williams, a 51-year-old 
farm worker from Soham, 
fell backwards and struck 
his head on the pavement. 



He suffered a fractured skull 
and brain damage and died 
17 days later. 

Shocked 
passers-by, 
including 
people on a 
coach which 
had stopped 
nearby, 
heard the 
sound of 
Mr Wil¬ 
liams’ head 
striking the 
pavement, 
said Godfried Duah, pros¬ 
ecuting. 

Crotty pushed Mr Williams 
in the chest and he fell back¬ 
wards. Mr Duah said: “All of 
a sudden he is seen to shove 
the victim with both hands. 
It is clear that the victim had 
no chance of defending him¬ 
self at all.” 

Following his arrest, Crot¬ 
ty claimed Mr Williams had 
spoken to him about an al-

leged debt and was drunk. 
Crotty also claimed that 
Mr Williams had visited his 
house earlier the same day. 

Mr Duah said that while 
Mr Williams had been re¬ 
fused entry to the club, there 
was no truth that he was in¬ 
volved with collecting debts. 

As Mr Williams lay uncon- 
cious, Crotty immediately 
left. Door staff and passers- 
by went to Mr Williams’ aid 
and called for an ambulance. 

Andrew Shaw, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Crotty had shown 
remorse and had written to 
Mr Williams’ family, many 
of whom packed the public 
gallery. 

The incident was brief but 
had “plainly tragic and unin¬ 
tended consequences”, Mr 
Shaw told the court, 
fudge Goodin said: “The 
death of Mr Williams at your 
hands has inevitably devas¬ 
tated his parents and broth-

Transport poor 

THE county council maintains that 
the new centre in Ely for archives 
and the Cambridgeshire Collection is 
easily accessible for residents across 
Cambridgeshire (News, April 23), 
which just goes to show that they do 
not know their own transport system 
let alone have to use it.

the basis that they would be readily 
accessible. 

In this the county council has badly 
let us all down.

No proof, no case 

IN response to Martina Jennsen's 
letter ("Parking error" last week) 
about the Waitrose car park, although 
I am not a lawyer, I would question 
the legal right of anyone to demand 
a fine for overstaying the time limit in 
that location. 

To begin with, there surely needs 
to be an agreement between the 
organisation in charge of the car 
park and the customer about the 
acceptance of the parking conditions. 
This is normally arrived at in the form 
of a parking ticket received on arrival 
(as with NCP), indicating the exact 
time that the driver entered the car 
park. Without such a "document", 
the decision on whether or not the 
time limit has been exceeded is only 
"hearsay", and eminently deniable 
(as we read last week). 

Without such documentary evidence, 
there can surely be no legal claim 
against the driver if the issue goes to 
court. 

The second issue is about the 
ownership of the parking facility. 

Who actually has the right to penalise 
drivers who overstay their welcome? 

If the parking service is something 
provided by Waitrose (or Tesco by 
the station), then surely their kind 
provision of such a facility is just 
that - kindness, and although one 
could argue that anyone overstaying 
(intentionally or accidentally) has 
maybe abused that kindness, but has 
not actually committed an offence. 
The third issue is this; if a driver does 
agree to pay a fine, to whom is the 
fine payable? 

The signs in the car park do not 
indicate the authorising body. Thus, 
the authority of anyone asking for 
a payment to be made must be 
questioned.

TWO coach firms responsible for taking 
children in Cambridgeshire to and from 
school have had their licences revoked. 

Emblings Coaches and ludds Travel have 
had their licences revoked by Traffic Com¬ 
missioner (TC) Richard Turfitt with effect 
from fune 9. 

The two companies, both based in Guy- 
hirn, near Wisbech, and their directors, 
have been disqualified from holding a PCV 
O-licence indefinitely. 

In addition, the TC disqualified Mark 
fudd from acting as a transport manager 
(TM) until he has retaken and passed the 
TM CPC exam. 

The two firms, responsible for numer¬ 
ous school contracts in the Ely area, were 
called before the TC at a Cambridge public 
inquiry. 

A maintenance investigation of both 
firms was carried out last April and dis¬ 
covered numerous issues, including “poor 
standard of record keeping” and “inad¬ 
equate roller brake testing”. 

Mr ludd promised to make improve¬ 
ments but when inspectors re-visited in 
lanuary they found “defects that should 
have been detected by drivers, such as 
bulbs”. The county council has now put all 
the firm’s routes out to tender.

LORRIES should be banned 
from driving through Ely if plans 
to build a new ‘straw pelletising 
plant’ in the city are approved. 

That’s the message from lo¬ 
cal residents and the Ely Cy¬ 
cling Campaign who are wor¬ 
ried about the increase in HGV 
traffic that building the facilities 
in Queen Adelaide Way would 
bring. 

As previously reported, bosses 
at Norwich-based firm Pelco 
Distributionhave applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to build 
the plant on land south-west of 
The Potter Group premises. 

The company says that, over 
the course of a year, the plant 
would process around 150,000 
tonnes of wheat and oil seed 
rape straw gathered from farms 
within a 50-mile radius. 

Baled straw would be deliv¬ 
ered to the site by HGVs before 
being converted into pellets and 
transported by rail to renewable 
energy plants across the region. 

In their application, the com¬ 
pany says: “The site for the pellet 
production plant was formerly 
used as a rail container handling 
facility and the principle of a 
pellet plant is consistent with 


obtained a grant from the Iranian 
Government to fund the entire 
trip. 

Prof Wilson said: "It was a very 
worthwhile trip. We hope that we 
persuaded them to set up their 
cognitive rehabilitation services 
in the right way - by making 
emotional and psychosocial 
therapy part of the treatment in

current and historical industrial, 
storage and warehousing uses 
on the site and adjacent land.” 

But the plans are proving con¬ 
troversial and people’s main 
concern is the extra HGV traf¬ 
fic that the development would 
bring into Ely and its surround¬ 
ing villages. 

Michael Gruenberger, treasur¬ 
er of the Ely Cycling Campaign, 
said: “We are very concerned by 
the increase of HGV traffic this 
development will bring. 

“HGVs delivering to this 
plant should not be allowed to 
go through Ely and Queen Ad¬ 
elaide, and they should instead 
be required to use the southern 
route to the A142. 

“We therefore ask that the 
council introduces a formal ban 
on HGV traffic except for deliv¬ 
eries on all roads in the centre 
of Ely and Queen Adelaide and 
especially on Cam Drive, Lynn 
Road and King’s Avenue.” 

Lyz Gardner, an artist who 
lives in nearby Ely Road, Prick- 
willow, said: “Our rural roads 
cannot take any more HGVs. 


addition to dealing with cognitive 
problems, in order to achieve 
good rehabilitation." 

Run by Cambridgeshire 
Community Services NHS Trust, 
the OZC was founded by Prof 
Wilson in 1996 and is now 
an internationally-recognised 
rehabilitation centre for survivors 
of brain injury. 


“Queen Adelaide Way is al¬ 
ready in such a poor state and so 
dangerous that I have stopped 
driving along it now. I’d rather 
drive into Ely and wait at traffic 
lights than take my car along it. 

“The road I live on is also so 
dangerous and busy with vehi¬ 
cles, so many of which ignore 
the speed limit, that I would not 
dare walk or cycle along it. 

“Our small roads cannot cope 
with the amount of HGVs that 
plans like this will bring.” 

If approved, the facility would 
take up almost five acres and 
would be capable of operating 
24 hours a day. 

The applicants said: “As well 
as the sustainability credential 
arising from the creation of pel¬ 
lets that replace the need for fos¬ 
sil fuels in energy generation, 
the facility will provide addition¬ 
al temporary and permanent 
employment in the locality and 
wider economic benefits asso¬ 
ciated for the agricultural and 
farming communities and those 
employed in logistics.” 

The final decision lies with 
the district council and could be 
made within eight weeks.

Hit-and-run drink 
driver, 48, jailed 



A DRINK driver broke his victim’s leg 
in two places in a supermarket car 
park and then wrote off his sports 
car as he fled the scene. 

Christian Ward, 48, was picking up 
more alcohol at Aldi when he drove 
his MG into a 23-year-old man, who 
was crossing the Ely supermarket’s 
car park with his fiancee. 

Ward, who has been jailed for 18 
months, waited for a few seconds 
before driving off - only to roll his 
car nearby. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, said 
the incident happened at about 8pm 
on September 27 in the car park of 
the supermarket in Lisle Lane. 

One witness described having to 
“jump out of the way” as the car, 
which did not have its lights on, sped 
across the car park.

A driver reported having to “veer” 
to avoid a collision and someone sit¬ 
ting in her sitting room saw the car 
with its lights off “spinning around” 
in the road. 

Ward admitted causing serious 
injury by dangerous driving, driv¬ 
ing with excess alcohol and failing 
to stop. 

He had 192 milligrammes of alco¬ 
hol in 100 millilitres of blood. The le¬ 
gal limit is 80 milligrammes. 

Melanie Benn, mitigating, said her 
client feels “terrible” about what has 
happened and takes “total responsi¬ 
bility”. 


As well as the jail sentence, Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth banned Ward, 
of Columbine Road, Ely, from driv¬ 
ing for two years. 

He said: “You drove at speed in the 
car park without your headlights, hit 
the victim, causing a double fracture 
to his leg - the tibia and fibula. 

“You waited for 10 seconds at the 
gateway of the car park and drove 
off and a very short time after that 
had an accident in that MG so that 
it flipped on to its roof and became a 
total write-off.” 

He said the case was so serious 
that “only an immediate custodial 
sentence could be justified,” but he 
added that he could reduce it from 
two years because of his early guilty 
plea, the impact of jail on his family 
and the remorse he had shown.

Seaside coach 
trips are axed 


BUS passengers have re¬ 
acted angrily after opera¬ 
tor Whippet axed its coastal 
services. 

The bus firm, recently 
taken over by Australian 
firm Tower Transit, had been 
running coaches from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, including Ely, 
to seaside destinations, in¬ 
cluding Hunstanton, Great 
Yarmouth and Clacton. 

But the company has de¬ 
cided there were too many 
empty seats and has taken 
the routes off its timetable. 

One bus user, Jeff Reed, 
said the move was “very dis¬ 
appointing.” He said: “The 
service has been running 
for a good many years, and 
it was used by hundreds of 
pensioners every year, giv-

ing them a chance to have a 
relatively cheap day out. 

“When the Australian 
company took over Whippet 
recently, it promised things 
would be good, and that 
there’d be new buses, and 
new routes. 

“But in fact one of the first 
things it has done is to scrap 
services that were popular 
with a lot of older people.” 

Another 76-year-old pas¬ 
senger, who did not want to 
be named, said: “I’ve used 
it about a dozen times, and 
only one of the buses I went 
on was a bit short on people. 
I think it’s a real shame.” 


The coastal runs took 
place every Sunday through¬ 
out the year, and more fre¬ 
quently during the summer. 

Matthew Wo oil, commer¬ 
cial manager for Whippet, 
said the firm regretted hav¬ 
ing to halt the buses, but 
said: “We can’t run services 
that are unprofitable. 

“The problem is that the 
service was a scheduled 
one, picking up at several lo¬ 
cations, and because it was 
scheduled, it had to run re¬ 
gardless of the weather. 

“If the weather turned out 
to be bad, for example, pas¬ 
sengers just wouldn’t turn 
up. 

“We’re sorry we have had 
to take this step, but it wasn’t 
something we could avoid.”

EMERGENCY SERVICES 

999 bosses look 
at ways to cut 
staff stress levels 


AMBULANCE bosses are 
considering plans to stop 
sending paramedics on ur¬ 
gent 999 calls in the final 
hour of their shifts. 

The East of England 
Ambulance Service Trust 
(EEAST) is understood to be 
in talks with union Unison 
about changes to working 
practice to reduce paramed¬ 
ics’ stress levels. 

One idea, leaked to the 
Mail On Sunday, would see 
crews stop answering emer¬ 
gency ‘Red 1’ and ‘Red 2’ 
calls - the most serious - in 
the last hour of their shifts. 

A risk assessment, seen by 
the EEAST board and leaked 
to the MoS by a whistle¬ 
blower, reveals the change 
would probably have a ‘cata¬ 
strophic consequence.’ 

It warns the proposal 
could result in ‘incident 
leading to death’ or ‘multiple 
permanent injuries or irre-

versible health effects’. 

The proposal comes after 
the body of James Harrison, 
32, from Littleport, was left 
lying by bins for three hours 
at Ely ambulance station so 
that a crew could knock off 
on time last September. 

As reported by Ely News 
at the time, paramedics col¬ 
lected his body at 5.30am 
and should have taken it 
straight to the mortuary at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

But they were due to finish 
their shift at 6 am and so left 
the body at the station in Ely 
and asked police to arrange 
for an undertaker to deliver 
the body. 

An inquest into his death 
in January heard that local 
crews had failed to take bod¬ 
ies straight to hospital on 
seven previous occasions. 


EEAST bosses have con¬ 
firmed they are looking at 
ways to reduce stress - and 
late finishes are a “major 
cause”. 

Unison told the MoS late 
finishes for paramedics ‘are 
the number one stressor’ for 
its members. 

An EEAST spokeswoman 
said “nothing had been fi¬ 
nalised”. 

She said: “The issue of 
late finishes was recently 
identified as a major cause 
of stress for staff, and was 
discussed at length during a 
board meeting with Unison 
where it was agreed urgent 
action was needed. 

“The scope of the pilot has 
yet to be decided upon, so 
nothing has been finalised.”

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 



D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

D Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

LI Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required.

G RRR! Who hasn't read Judith 
Kerr's classic storybook, The 
Tiger Who Came To Tea ? 

It would be rather strange to 
not have the author's colourful 
illustrations of a bright orange 
tiger sipping tea, etched into your 
memories - whether you read it to 
your children, or you remember it 
being read to you before bedtime 
aged 5. 

The book, first published in 1968, 
is in the same league as The Very 
Hungry Caterpillar in terms of lasting 
appeal, and is one of the bestselling 


children's books of all time. 

Inspired by a trip to the zoo with 
her 3-year-old daughter, Kerr's story 
follows a very hungry, very thirsty 
talking tiger who arrives on Sophie's 
doorstep, just as she and her mother 
are sitting down for tea and cake.
